is MACHINES VS. NATURE 


~~ 
"On October 25, 1929, sixteen months ago, a crash in Wall Street 
brought about the slump that eventuated a month later, on Nov. 13, 1929 
in the climax of the greatest panic in history. The events of the past 
sixteen months have shown that the problem presented by this panic is 
the most important question in the world. It deals directly with the 
very lives of many millions of people. And yet, altho it is clearly the 
result of determinable causes and governed by well-known economic laws, 
it is the’ one question of which our public men know the least. In proof 
of this we present a symposium of recent remarks of the nation’s leaders 
in public affairs. 

Vice-President Curtis: “It is hard to understand why there showkt 
be so much unemployment and such business depression in the United 
States.” 

Calvin Cobtidge: “If wey do not 
more of what we ought to have.” 

‘Thomas A. Edison was ‘asked how long it would take to recover from 
the panic. He replied: “Busines depressions lie in the very nature of 
man, We will always have them.” And as to unemployment: “This 
question is several sizes too large for me.” 

Representative L. J, Dickenson; “There is no panic. There is busi- 
twss depression which has been brought sbout largely through the ef- 
forts of the Democratic Party.’ 

‘William Randolph Hearst: “This country of ours is a prosperous 
country right now."> » 
he Herbert Hoover; “No one would invite either war or business depres- 

ion, but from them may come some new inspiration.” 

Roger Babson speaks of the “spiritual value of unemployment” and 
adds; “Unemployment gives the wageearners u chance to rest and get 
in physical condition for the next pull.” 

We might go on repeating these ineptitudes of great men indefinitely 
but it would be no more illustrative of the unwillingness of these men in 
public life to face the issue frankly, oven if they are not guilty of ignor 
ance of the problem presented. This is not said to imply that these men 
are mentally inferior. No doubt, our public men are ax able as any that 
preceded them in public life and some of them are probably men of super: 
tor natural gifts ux well as training, But it does prove that none of them 
is directing his efforts toward any serious study of the actual problem 
These men are class-conscious representatives of the capitalist - class. 
‘Their public efforts are directed solely to: d social control in the inter 
est of the class they represent. The problems of the exploited masses 
are not their problems nor the problems of their class. To them there ia 
no serious condition presented in the sufferings of the millions. As Vice 
President Curtis recently said, “There is just as much money 
United States as ever before.” and they have it in their possess 
only problem is how to keep it there. 

“Bourbons are always blind” is an axiom of statecraft 
no cconomic interest in being otherwise.

jut technicians of the capitalist financial system know better. 
do students of the working cliss. They know the laws governing th 
business cycle. As a measure of social control, the wise men of capital- 
ism, such as Roger Babson, repress the truth, walle every means is em- 
ployed to prevent the dissemination of accurate knowledge among the work- 
ers, and the social chloroform of metaphysical religion is invoked 
to divert the public attention from the workings of the mechanical laws 
that governythe business cycle. 

For the causation is purely mechanistic. Edison w: 
said of the cyclical panics, “We will always have them.” 
as the present system of capitalism is permitted to go on unchecked by 
participation in its control by the plundered workers. 

In the face of warnings of the impending collapse issued by economic 

' students; the public men thruout 1928, talked seriously of the new era 
that had arrived in which the workers had become the stockholders. The 
millenium had arrived and the periodical cycle was a delusion of a past 
era—no more, And when the inevitable happened, as Louis Stark says 
in 4 recent magazine artiele, “Lunacy and Depression,” “exactly the same 
mistakes were made in dealing with the problem of unemployment in 1893 
as in 1907, 1917, 1921 and in 1929-30. 

What is this mechanism which the capitalist class does not Wish to 
understand? It is simply the class form of society and wealth production. 
To the capitalist mind, just as to the mind of the Southern slave-holder 
of ante-bellum days, the existence of a plundered slave class is a divinely 
ordained condition. It is considered as inevitable now as it was in the 
-daya whan Sir Thomas More wrote in his Utopia, that the world is divided 
into the “Haves” and “Have-Nots.” The Have-Nots are to be controlled 
in the interest of the Haves to maintain social order. That 2 few million 
should perish by war or famine now and then is considered a_patural 
phenomenon. , 

‘That we live in an artificial and mechanistic economic structure is 
not considered worth observing, And if observed, it is to be ignored 
in the interest of social order—such as it is. The mechanistic workings 
of the system are therefore studied merely as a means of social control— 
not to remedy the defects or to alleviate the sufferings inflicted upon 
the masses, 

Thru ownership of the highly complex machinery and means of 
wealth production, and tHe power that such ownership gives them, the 
owning class diverts every new social invention, discovery, increase in 
technical knowledge or efficiency into a further means of enslaving the 
multitude of propertyless workers, New earning power is capitalized: 
New accretions of wealth are used as the basis for greater burdens of

An entire section of the population and that the great majority are not 
permitted to participate in either knowledge or social control. They 
are slaves, 

The solution of the problem lies in the economic enfranchisement of 
the workers—admission to a degree of control commensurate with their 
numbers and economic power. But this would mean ultimate overthrow 
of a system based uy exploitation and is therefore not admitted for 
consideration. Al! other economic elements are organized, except the one 
whose influence would effect correction of the evil—the working and 
producing classes. 


, 

We néed not look, therpfore, for light nor action to those in power. 
The only action that will effect change in orgunization of the plundered 
worker these must organize themselves, To.gvercome resistance of 
the ruling class to such organization is the ‘one problem. It can be ac 
complished only by power and direct action. By direct action we mean 
effective control of the sources of power at the point of production. The 
creators of al) wealth are also the creators of all power, But to effect 
power for their own protection and advancement, they must organize. 
As individuals they are helpless in the face of the organized power they 
create but leave in the control of another class, 

Each individual worker should grasp the class dharacter of the op- 
pression from which he now suffers and 2; the remedy. There is no 
ethics in the problem. It is one of power of control over the mechariistic 
forces of production. It is just as possible of accomplishment as was 
the organization of bourgeois resistance to feudal power in the middie 
ages. The advancement of the mechanistic forces in complexity and ef- 
ficiency make such a change in control . But the mbst 
be by the workers, who, alone, are interested in change. Their

The Ameri- 
ean worker's atruggle for demoerncy, in the 
larger meaning of the word, presenta it- 
wolf ae n stregale for survival and, while 
tine it out, he finds himself hamy 
by no historical traditions or personal equa- 
tons, =In the hour of his need, be will 
adopt a course of actiun based spon con- 
siderations of efficiency and, in the pureuit 
of this course, he is not likely to exchange 
the familiar certainties of economic direct 
cetion fer the obvious fallacies of = polith 
cal method which is rapidly growing abso- 
lete.
